of  the  Borough  of  Saint  Ives  (Hunts)  for  the  Year  ending  31st  Dec.,  1955

The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of 

St.  Ives  (Hunts.). 

Your  Worship  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

1  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1955. 

During  the  year  there  was  no  significant  change  in  the 
general  health  of  the  population  and  examination  of  the  vital 
statistics  bears  out  this  impression. 

The  birth-rate  shows  a  considerable  rise  compared  with 
last  year’s  figure,  and  is  now  well  above  the  average  for 
England  and  Wales.  One  pleasing  feature  in  this  connection 
is  that,  of  the  70  live  births  recorded  for  1955,  only  one  was 
illegitimate. 

The  death-rate  shows  a  downward  trend  compared  with 
last  year’s  figure  and  is  now  fust  below  the  average  for  the 
country  as  a  whole.  It  is  a  source  of  considerable  satisfaction 
to  note  that  during  1955  there  were  no  deaths  of  infants  under 
one  year  of  age. 

Heart  disease  accounted  for  the  greatest  proportion  of 
deaths,  followed  by  deaths  from  malignant  disease  and 
coronary  artery  trouble. 

Infectious  diseases  ran  at  a  fairly  low  level  throughout 
the  year  with  Measles  and  then  W hooping  Cough  heading  the 
notification  lists.  Poliomyelitis  and  Diphtheria  were  again 
conspicuous  by  their  absence — the  last  notified  case  of  the 
latter  disease  having  occurred  in  1947. 

The  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Unit  visited  the 
Borough  from  November  18th-28th,  during  which  a  total 
of  1,340  people  were  X-rayed,  and  one  case  of  tuberculosis 
requiring  treatment  was  discovered. 

Two  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the 
year,  both  ocurring  at  the  same  time  and  having  the  same 
responsible  organism.  The  two  cases  ultimately  responded  to 
treatment  at  home,  one  of  them  after  a  short  spell  in  an  Iso¬ 
lation  Hospital. 

The  lack  of  an  adequate  sewerage  and  sewage-disposal 
scheme  for  the  Borough  is  still  a  matter  of  considerable 
anxiety  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Council  will  be  in  a  position 
to  make  some  progress  in  this  direction  in  the  near  future. 

An  adequate  supply  of  water  is  maintained  by  the  Chester¬ 
ton  and  St.  Ives  Joint  Water  Board,  and  the  samples  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination  at  frequent  intervals  provide  an 
indication  of  its  high  standard  of  wholesomeness. 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  thank  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  kindness  and  consideration  to  me,  and  to 
their  Officers  for  all  the  help  which  they  have  given  me 
during  another  year.

Huntingdon. 
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SANITARY  CONDITIONS 


1  (i)  Water. — The  consumption  of  water  in  the  Borough, 
which  is  obtained  in  bulk  from  the  Chesterton  and  St.  Ives 
Joint  Water  Board,  shows  an  increase  of  4,588,000  gallons  on 
the  previous  year,  the  total  being  45,716,000  gallons.  In  spite 
of  this  no  shortage  was  experienced  and  a  fair  pressure  was 
maintained. 

The  Board  continues  to  treat  the  water  at  the  source  by 
chlorination. 

One  hundred  and  nineteen  samples  of  water  were  taken 
during  the  year  from  various  points  in  the  area  and  submitted 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Cambridge,  for  examina¬ 
tion  and  report:  of  these,  four  were  reported  to  be  unsatis¬ 
factory,  and  in  each  case  found  to  be  caused  by  faulty  taps. 

The  total  rainfall  in  the  area  for  the  year  was  18.60  inches, 
which  is  below  the  average  for  the  District  and  8.03  inches 
below  the  previous  year.

(2)  Drainage  and  Sewage. — No  work  other  than  general 
maintenance  was  carried  out  during  the  year. 

The  small  Sewage  Plant  which  was  installed  to  deal  with  a 
number  of  Council  Houses  and  the  Secondary  Primary  School 
has,  apart  from  minor  adjustments,  worked  satisfactorily. 

The  provision  of  a  new  Sewage-disposal  Scheme  to  cover 
the  Borough  area  is  still  urgent,  and  it  is  intended  to  give 
consideration  to  this  important  matter  during  the  coming 
year. 
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2  Rivers  and  Streams. — The  usual  maintenance  work  to 
keep  the  minor  ditches  and  streams  clear  of  obstructions  has 
been  carried  out,  and,  in  consequence,  no  serious  flooding 
in  the  Town  was  experienced. 

The  River  Gt.  Ouse  Catchment  Board  completed  further 
works  downstream  and  there  is  no  doubt  this  has  also  assisted 
in  flood  prevention. 

3  (i)  Closet  Accommodation.— Wherever  possible,  all 
new  properties  have  been  connected  to  the  existing  sewage 
system  and  four  pail  closets  were  converted  to  water  closets. 

The  Council  entered  into  a  contract  with  the  St.  Ives 
Rural  District  Council  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  night 
soil  which  has  worked  satisfactorily — no  complaints  having 
been  received  during  the  year. 

(2)  Public  Cleansing. — As  in  the  previous  year  the  St. 
Ives  Rural  District  Council,  under  contract,  carried  out  the 
collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse.  The  volume  of  refuse 
continues  to  increase,  but  in  spite  of  this  the  scheme  has 
worked  satisfactorily.  Very  few  complaints  of  a  minor 
character  were  received.  The  collection  of  salvage  has  not 
been  re-introduced  owing  to  the  fact  that  there  is  very  little 
demand  for  waste-paper  and  other  materials  that  form  the 
main  bulk  of  salvage. 


4  Shops  and  Offices. — No  complaints  were  received  and 
no  infringements  found  during  the  year. 

5  Camping  Sites. — There  are  no  licensed  camping  sites  in 
the  Borough  and  no  applications  received. 

6  Smoke  Abatement. — No  complaints  were  received  as  to 
smoke  nuisance  and  none  observed  during  the  year. 


7  Swimming  Baths. — The  existing  open-air  swimming  pool 
remains  closed,  and  although  various  schemes  for  the  recon¬ 
struction  of  the  old  baths  or  the  provision  of  a  new  swimming 
pool  have  been  carefully  considered,  no  definite  decision  has 
been  reached. 

8  Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. — No  cases  of  infestation  were 
found  during  inspections  and  no  complaints  as  to  infestation 
were  received  during  the  year. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


(a)  Milk  Supply. — The  milk  which  is  retailed  in  the 
Borough  and  delivered  in  bottles  is  mainly  produced  in  the 
St.  Ives  Rural  District  Area.  No  complaints  were  received 
during  the  year. 


(b)  Meat. — The  agreement  with  a  firm  of  local  Estate 
Agents  in  respect  of  the  agency  of  the  Borough  Slaughter¬ 
house  continues  to  work  satisfactorily.  Additional  lairage 
accommodation  was  provided  which  has  proved  an  asset. 

The  examination  of  all  meat  is  still  carried  out  by  officials 
appointed  by  the  Huntingdonshire  County  Council. 


(c)  Bakehouses. — There  are  two  registered  bakehouses  in 
the  area.  Improvements  have  been  carried  out  to  one  which 
should  prove  a  benefit  to  the  running  of  the  establishment. 


Food  Poisoning  Outbreaks. — There  were  two  cases  of 
food  poisoning  notified  during  the  year.
